If you plan to walk into 
history to commemorate 
Laura Secord, one of Canada's 
greatest heroes, it's time to 
register. 

Or if you would rather be 
part of the day by volunteer¬ 
ing, organizers would love to 
hear from you. 

Caroline McCormick, 
founder and president of the 
Friends of Laura Secord and 
organizer for the bicentennial 
event, says about 200 volun¬ 
teers are needed for the week¬ 
end of the walk, including 
Friday, June 21, when a recep¬ 
tion will be held at the Laura 
Secord Homestead—200 


years from the time Secord 
overheard the news that 
would change the course of 
the war—and for the day of 
the walk, June 22. 

With help from historic 
researchers and trail experts, 
a modem-day route has been 
established that is both his¬ 
torically accurate and that 
can be negotiated safely by 
hikers of average ability, says 
McCormick. 

It has been broken into 
five stages, and walkers can 
walk the length in one day or 
choose to walk the stages over 
a number of days, she says. 

Mapping of the trail lias 
been accomplished through 
apartnershipwiththeNiagara 
College GIS - Geospatial 
ManagementProgram, which 
works on "real world” proj¬ 
ects such as this one using 
cutting edge technology. 

Multi-media resources 
will offer an interpretation of 
the liistory, landscape and 
aboriginal trails along the 


route, and will remain as a 
permanent feature of the 
trail. 

McCormick didn't set out 
to take on such an enormous 
undertaking. As a direct 
descendant of the woman 
who changed the course of 
the War of 1812, she began 
asking about an event to com¬ 
memorate Secord three years 
ago, and found there was 
nothing planned. It was sug¬ 
gested to her that she start a 
Friends of Laura Secord and 
first met with a group of inter¬ 
ested people in October 
2010 . 

She then began gathering 
resources and meeting with 
experts and anyone who had 
"a love and understanding of 
Laura Secord and her heroic 
accomplishments. It grew 
from there,” she says. 

Organizing the bicenten¬ 
nial event has become a full¬ 
time job for her, with thou¬ 
sands of meetings and thou¬ 
sands of e-mails since. 


It led to the development 
of a route that crosses several 
municipalities and jurisdic¬ 
tions, that includes ancient 
forested Indian trails and 
modem city sidewalks, trav¬ 
els through meadows, fields 
and woods, crosses streams 
and culverts, uses some exist¬ 
ing pathways, roads, and 
parts of the Bmce Trail, and 
some areas that required trail 
remediation. 

In addition to being safe 
for the average walker, the 
trail can accommodate the 
thousands of people who are 
expected to participate in the 
historic event. 

And if you have a smart 
phone along with you on the 
walk, using GPS technology 
you'll be able to to see the 
Laura Secord story unfold as 
you walk, says McCormick. 

It will also be linked to 
stories of other women who 
figured in the early history of 
the country, the stories of the 
“real feminists,” she says, and 


will explain the role of the 
Aboriginals in the batde of 
Beaver Dams and their con¬ 
tribution to the war. 

With the route mapped 
out and details of the event 
planned, volunteers are 
needed to fill specific roles, at 
different times and at differ¬ 
ent stages of the walk, says 
McCormick. 

Greeters will be needed at 
the Queenston beginning of 
the event and at DeCew 
House in Thorold, where it 
ends, as will people to work at 
information tables at the 
stages along the route. 

Walkers who would be 
comfortable leading groups 
are also needed. There will be 
walking tours held, beginning 
in April, to provide an intro¬ 
duction to die stages of the 
route, and walk volunteers 
will be encouraged to partici- 

Also essential is a volun¬ 
teer co-ordinator to field tele¬ 
phone calls and e-mails, to

He's been on the board 
for several years, and was 
the main reason for the 
success of the 2004 capital 
campaign which raised 
over $400,000 to buy the 
Ranch, says Steffanie. 

"He’s someone who 
does so much for other 
people, always with such a 
positive attitude, and he 
never wants or expects 
anything in return,’ she 

"He epitomizes gener¬ 
osity and giving.” 

Before she had the 
opportunity to get to know 
him, she was a little intimi¬ 
dated by him, she said. She 
has since come to regard 
him not only as a good 
friend, but as a mentor and 


a role model. 

“I look up to him, and he 
makes me feel I want to do 
good, to be a better person, 
because of all he does.” 

Although he is known as 
a great volunteer in the 
community, there are few 
people who know just how 
much he does, she says— 
because he doesn’t want 
people to know. 

“It’s such a small com¬ 
munity, he’s asked often to 
help, and he never says no. 
And he makes it look so 
easy. He doesn’t get 
stressed or frustrated. 5 I 
can do half of what he has 
done, I’ll be happy.” 

Perhaps his greatest skill 
is balancing it all—running 
a business, volunteering for 
the community, being a 
husband, father and grand¬ 


father, and still having time 
for fun, says Steffanie. 

“He’s proof that we can 
all do it. Being busy is no 
excuse, we should all be 
able to make time. He’s a 
great role model, and he’s 
just so darn cute.” 

Simpson is also a long¬ 
time member of the Rotary 
Club of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, which at the moment 
is keeping him occupied 
with his Pennies from 
Heaven project. 

'Tve been busy rolling 
pennies, and hopefully 
there will be lots more. I 
don’t know if we'll hit the 
million mark, but we’ve got 
about $1,000 so far.” 

His goal is to collect 
$10,000, a million pennies, 
from penny jars he has dis¬ 
tributed to local business- 


But he has goals to 
accomplish further from 
home, in communities that 
desperately need help. 

Last year, he travelled to 
Burundi to set up a phar¬ 
macy attached to a medical 
clinic that has been estab¬ 
lished by Cornerstone 
Church. He hopes to go 
back, he says. 

“You do so litde when 
you’re there, when the 
need is so great. You feel 
like you’re not accomplish¬ 
ing much, but you realize 
any little thing you do is 
appreciated.” 

He also plans to make a 
trip to Guatemala—another 
country of extreme pover¬ 
ty—with Wells of Hope, 
which has received strong 
support from the Rotary 


Club. 

That’s the kind of volun¬ 
teer work that Simpson 
says makes you confront 
"how much we have, and 
yet we still complain. There 
is so much need around 
the world.” 

But retirement won't be 
all work and no play for the 
man who, as those who 
know him personally can 
attest to, also knows how to 
have fun. 

Golf and travel are on 
the top of his list—and 
much of the travel is to play 
golf. He has had recent 
golfingholidaysinBermuda 
and North Carolina, and a 
month-long trip coming up 
to Ireland will also likely 
include some golf. 

Yet for someone who 
has spent so much time on 


the golf course, the results 
haven’t been what he 
hoped for. 

“The way I’m playing 
indicates I apparently need 
more time. I was hoping 
my golf game would be get¬ 
ting better, and it’s not, it’s 
worse,” he says. 

"But I’m still having 

At 69, Simpson says he 
wanted to retire while he is 
still in good health. When 
he turned 65, he wasn’t 
ready to go, but he is now, 
after 40 years as a pharma¬ 
cist and 35 years in busi¬ 
ness for himself. 

“The numbers made 
sense, especially when I 
knew I’d be leaving the 
business in good hands."

His son Sean has followed in 
his footsteps, not only as a phar¬ 
macist who wants to be the best 
at providing personal health 
care to his clients, an example 
set by his father, but also as a 
businessman who gives back to 
the community that has been 
loyal to a local business. 

And, as Sean jokes, “I’ve con¬ 
tinued that pattern in hockey 
with a predisposition for being 
a below-average hockey goalie.” 

Ward’s pharmacist daughter 
lisa has also been a mainstay 
behind the counter at the phar¬ 
macy, but has moved on to an 
industry-related job in Toronto. 

Many of the "wonderful 
staff” at the pharmacies are the 
same people who have been 
there for decades, he says. 

"I’m going to miss the rela¬ 
tionships that I've built up over 
the years with patients, seeing 
them regularly in the store. But 
I’m very comfortable that they’ll 
be well-looked after.” 

Sean knows he has a hard act 
to follow, but he has had the 
best teacher. 

Growing up, he understood 
how much respect and admira¬ 
tion people had for his father, 
he says, and that influenced his 
decision to become a pharma¬ 
cist, although he took some 
time off after graduating with a 
business degree to look at his 
options and be sure that was 


what he really wanted. 

In the end, it was the desire 
to help people on a one-to-one 
basis and be part of their “health 
care solution,' ashe had watched 
his father do for years, that 
made him decide his future.

Sean hopes to develop a 
similar relationship with his cli¬ 
ents, he says. 

"It won’t be identical to the 
way my dad has practised, but a 
lot of what hehasdoneis what I 
want to see continue. I want to 
be able to provide the level of 
care he did, and to continue the 
kind of relationships he had 
with people.” 

Sean feels the pharmacy was 
“light years ahead” in the kind 
of care it provided its clients, 
“because my dad set the stan¬ 
dards, he had the work ethic. He 
always enjoyed it, always took 


the opportunity to do more 
rather than less.” 

Growing up, watching his 
father’s involvement in the 
community, Sean says "I never 
knew anything different. I 
thought that was just the way it 
was supposed to be.” 

His father showed him the 
value of giving back to the com¬ 
munity, and “staying on top of 
what’s meaningful and impor¬ 
tant,” he says. 

If there has been anything 
his father has not been good at, 
says Sean—and Steffanie 
agrees—it’s “that he has a prob¬ 
lem saying no."

Anne St. compromise is going to be difficult 


It’s easy to understand why residents 
would be upset about a four-storey apart¬ 
ment building on Anne St. in die Old 
Town. 

As some said, it’s difficult to under¬ 
stand why the town planning department 
would even entertain such a notion, given 
the vision that has been developed to 
shape the town for the future. 

It’s a given that there will be some 
development on that property, and with a 
higher density than the existing lots. But 
to consider a rezoning to allow an apart¬ 
ment building with underground parking 
seems extreme, to say the least, not to 
mention totally out of character with the 
surrounding neighbourhood and 
streetscape. 

The Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
holds information meetings to give resi¬ 


dents a chance to have their say before an 
application gets to council. It gives devel¬ 
opers a chance to hear residents’ concerns 
and attempt compromise when necessary 
early in the process, saving time and 
money. 

It's a process that works well in a town 
that is fighting to preserve its heritage, 
keep a small-town community atmo¬ 
sphere and accommodate residents who 
appreciate those very characteristics. 

Councillors were on the mark when 
they said residents and developer are so 
far apart on this particular property that 
it’s difficult to envision compromise. 

Change an apartment building to town- 
houses? That may seem extreme to the 
developers, but it may be what they need 
to do to satisfy their new neighbours and 
get their project off the ground.

Changes 
coming that 
could impact 
NOTL Hydro 
customers 

I’m writing to advise the 
customers of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Hydro of recent 
political activity that has 
the potential to adversely 
affect your rates and level 
of service. 

The monthly electricity 
bill to Ontario customers 
continues to escalate to a 
point where the province is 
now ranked second highest 
in North America, with 
additional increases fore- 

Last April, the provincial 
government appointed a 
panel of former politicians 
to review efficiencies in the 
province's 75 local distribu¬ 
tion companies (LDCs) 


such as Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hydro. LDCs receive 
electricity from the trans¬ 
mission grid and deliver 
the power to your homes 
and businesses and roughly 
account for 20 per cent of 
your bill. 

The distribution sector 
is highly regulated by the 
Ontario Energy Board and 
in fact, the NOTL Hydro 
component of your bill has 
increased just 2.1 per cent 
in the last four years (aver¬ 
age 0.53 per cent per year). 

The government has not 
proposed a panel to 
explore opportunities to 
reduce the 80 per cent 
components of your bill 
which include commodity, 
transmission, debt reduc¬ 
tion, rural rate assistance, 
wholesale market charges, 
global adjustment and 

The panel's report was 
released in December 2012 
and concluded that provin¬ 
cial LDCs should be 
merged into eight to 12 


extra-large mega utilities. 
The report went on to rec¬ 
ommend that if voluntary 
mergers do not occur in six 
months, government 
should enact legislation to 
force the action. 

I would like to share my 
viewpoints of the report not 
from the standpoint of a 
small LDC but from the 
industry as a whole. 

I found the research to 
be shallow and in several 
case unsubstantiated and 
the recommendations 
potentially reckless. 

Despite only interviewing 
three of the province's 29 
‘small’ LDCs, the panel felt 
compelled to infer that 
smaller LDCs generally 
have older equipment, are 
technically challenged, are 
barriers to innovation and 
have more difficulty in 
securing financing. 

It is unfortunate that the 
Panel did not accept our 
invitation to tour NOTL 
Hydro as we would have 
proven their inferences

incorrect. 

Despite the panel's 
mandate to "...ensure that 
Ontario’s LDCs deliver 
power at the lowest possi¬ 
ble cost...” the report did 
not compare total bills or 
distributor costs passed on 
to customers but chose to 
focus solely on operating 
cost records. 

My research on residen¬ 
tial rates indicates that the 
four lowest residential bills 
in the province belong to 
small LDCs. The 15 lowest 
LDC bills include eight 
small, three medium and 
four large LDCs. 

The province’s two cur¬ 
rent ‘extra-large’ LDCs are 
positioned amongst the 
highest residential bills. 

The panel points to Ontario 
with its large number of 
municipally-owned LDCs 
as an anomaly. When in 
fact; the United States has 
more small utilities per 
capita than Ontario that 
also reflect lower rates than 
their larger counterparts. 


Can we be more effi¬ 
cient? Yes we can and we 
continually strive to 
improve our operations. 
Amalgamation of willing 
participants can be effec¬ 
tive in reducing operating 

NOTL Hydro has chosen 
to share services with other 
LDCs as a means of achiev¬ 
ing economies of scale. For 
example, we share a 'bill¬ 
ing’ system and smart 
meter network with eight 
other LDCs and provide 
water/wastewater billing 
services for the Town to 
jointly reduce our costs. 

Should the panel’s rec¬ 
ommendations be accept¬ 
ed, NOTL Hydro would be 
rolled into a new company 
stretching as far as 
Mississauga. Our assets 
would roughly equate to a 
two per cent share of the 
new company. 

With Hydro One (and its 
high operating costs) posi¬ 
tioned as the 'major player’ 
in a majority of the pro¬ 


posed eight to 12 new com¬ 
panies, one could assume 
that union rates and execu¬ 
tive salaries would migrate 
up to the provincially- 
owned company’s levels. 
The panel's report is titled 
"Putting Customers First” 
but I have to question - 
does it really and where are 
the savings? 

With Ontario poised to 
have the highest electricity 
costs in North America and 
a potential provincial elec¬ 
tion just around the corner, 
I implore you to consider 
electricity as a crucial elec- 

Let us collectively press 
the local candidates for 
their party’s position on 
forced mergers and equally 
as important, their propos¬ 
als to reduce the 80 per 
cent component of your 
electricity bill that the 
panel did not address.

It's interesting how many 
people aren’t supporting 
events that are bringing 
income into a small town. 

There may be some noise, 
some traffic, and an influx of 
young people to the commu¬ 


nity, but these concerts are 
only two days out of the year 

Surely that can’t be 
enough to inconvenience 
anyone to levels of stress. 

The discussion reminds 
me of a Dunnville music fes¬ 
tival that ran for about three 
years. It was a weekend-long 
concert and camping event 
at the Dunnville Airport. 
People came from all over 
theplace—Florida, Colorado, 
British Columbia, etc. These 
people were spending 
money, visiting stores, buy¬ 
ing fuel and other products. 

I worked at a restaurant at 
the time and aside from New 
Year’s Eve and Valentine’s 
Day that was the time of year 
my boss looked forward to 
the most. 

The people in the area 


complained about the noise 
levels, lobbied, petitioned 
and eventually the music fest 
ival was no more. Since then, 
business after business has 
arrived in town and close up 
shop shortly after. 

Can you blame that on 
the demise of the music fes¬ 
tival? Probably not, but the 
fact is, there are few events 
that draw a younger crowd. 

NOTL hosts some great 
events, which target certain 
groups of people, but if you 
stop at that eventually you'll 
hit a dead end. 

At the Ice Wine Festival at 
Jordan Station this year there 
was a decent crowd, but it 
wasn’t until USS, a local 
Toronto band, took the stage 
that the entire centre of the 
village was shoulder to 


shoulder. There was no van¬ 
dalism or trouble, just crowds 
of people enjoying a band, 
and spending money. 

Even though USS typical¬ 
ly appeals to a younger 
crowd, there were people 
there of all ages. I still smile 
when I think of the woman, 
probably in her 40s, wearing 
high-heeled boots, holding 
up her glass of wine and 
crowd surfing over the mass 
of people. 

The lineup of the bands 
that are coming to NOTL this 
summer is exciting. The 
town is attracting some 
chart-topping talent. That 
says something about the 
town—bands don’t flock to 
do shows in places that aren’t 
appealing. 

These two events are 


going to be great for the 
town, and will attract a wide 
range of people, not just 
troublemaking pot smokers. 

I’d like to commend 
Councillor Martin Mazza 
and those who are embrac¬ 
ing the idea of bringing 
young people to the concerts 
and acknowledging the 
importance of attracting the 
next generation of tourists to 
boost the local economy. 

Echoing Jarred Picher of 
Parks Canada, these concerts 
are a fresh and unique 
approach to tourism. It’s a 
place where music and his¬

"The dates were not set 
in stone," and it was sug¬ 
gested the long weekends in 
the summer were not the 
best dates for the concerts, 
now set for June 29 and Aug. 
3. 

There were problems last 
year that to his knowledge 
haven't been dealt with— 
for example, he points out, 
there were no plans to get 
those who went out to a bar 
or restaurant after the con¬ 
cert out of town at 2 a.m., 
when the shuttles had 
stopped. 

He has heard from sev¬ 
eral business owners who 
are not happy about the 
upcoming concerts, he 
says—and who question a 
Chamber of Commerce sur¬ 
vey that says otherwise. 

According to the cham¬ 
ber survey taken following 
last summer's event, 71 per 
cent of the 108 respondents 
indicated the concert either 
had no impact on business 
or a positive impact, says 
director Janice Thomson. 

In a conference call with 
event organizers and Holly 
Dowd, town clerk, on Feb. 
26, Thomson says she 
emphasized that any event 
should be set up to integrate 
into the town, without clos¬ 
ing streets or causing resi¬ 
dents to obtain access pass¬ 
es to their homes. 

There should be no need 
for any other business to 
close to accommodate the 
concert, she said. 


The chamber has com¬ 
mitted to working with 
Lefko on the summer con¬ 
certs, she said, which are 
expected to draw 10,000 to 
12,000 people to each one. 

She compares the con¬ 
certs to the several winery 
events held each summer, 
which do "an excellent job 
of attracting the next gener-

Following the concert 
last year, the immediate 
message from the Town was 
that the event had been a 
100 per cent success, with 
no negative incidents or 
impact, says Thomson. 

But following reports 
from local bar owners that 
they had serious concerns 
about the management of 
patrons leaving the concert 


site, the chamber attended 
meetings with Parks Canada 
and the bar owners to review 
their concerns, then issued 
the survey to members to 
ensure everyone had an 
opportunity to report their 
experiences with the con- 

"It is disturbing to hear 
that the validity of this sur¬ 
vey is now being questioned 
—it was directed to 500 
chamber members, 108 
responded and all informa¬ 
tion tabulated accurately," 
she says. 

Thomson has put some 
people who have concerns 
about this summer's con¬ 
certs in touch with 
Goldenvoice concert pro¬ 
moter Elliott Lefko. 

She feels Lefko has been 
very open about his plans, 
and has proceeded "with 
the best of intentions." 

Zalepa says there are 
many "good questions" he's 
hearing from the commu¬ 
nity, both from business 
owners and residents, that 
he'd like answered. 

"There are still lots of 
unknowns." 

While he understands 
the challenge of Parks 
Canada to generate reve¬ 
nue, he questions whether 
balancing their check book 
at the expense of local busi¬ 
nesses is the answer. 

"Couldn't Parks Canada 
find something more con¬ 
sistent with the town's 
efforts to promote itself?" 


He suggests it would 
have been "more respectful" 
to have that conversation 
before the dates and lineups 
were set and the concerts 
announced. 

"I don't think they should 
be balancing their books on 
the backs of our business- 

The proximity of Butler's 
Barracks, where the two 
concerts will be held, to res¬ 
idential neighbourhoods is 
also problematic, he says. 

"I'm hearing angst from 
residents. Our job as coun¬ 
cillors is to try to gauge pub¬ 
lic opinion." 

Zalepa says last year con¬ 
cert organizers did a great 
job of communicating their 
plans up front, and of work¬ 
ing with the town and resi¬ 
dents to reduce any nega¬ 
tive impact of the concert. 

While that discussion 
should have taken place 
sooner rather than later this 
year, he expects that orga¬ 
nizers will again do their 
best to mitigate any con¬ 
cerns of residents and busi¬ 
nesses, but since the con¬ 
certs are not town events, 
it's his job as councillor to 
encourage that discussion 
and ensure that the events 
have as little impact as pos- 

Lefko and Parks Canada 
historic sites supervisor 
Jarred Picher are expected 
to meet with the business 
community at the commu¬ 
nity centre March 28.

The town's 45 pay 
and display parking 
meters have reached 


the end of their service 
life, councillors heard 
at Monday's corporate 
service committee. 

The machines cur¬ 
rently range from 12 to 
17 years old and are 
breaking down with 
increasing regularity. 
The repair costs for 
these machines are 
mounting and are cre¬ 
ating a loss of revenue 
when a pay machine is 
down and out of 

The hardware and 


software components 
are also obsolete as 
they do not accept the 
new $1 and $2 coins. 
Revising parking rates 
or adjusting other 
operating parameters 
is either expensive or 
not possible. 

In addition to 
multi-space pay and 
display machines, the 
town has 143 single¬ 
space parking meters 
on-street. Those 
machines are also 
obsolete by today’s 


standards, experience 
frequent malfunc¬ 
tions, are equipped 
with a small coin res¬ 
ervoir requiring 
labour-intensive col¬ 
lection and lack the 


It is estimated that 
all of these individual 
meters canbe replaced 
by 10 multi-space pay 
stations.

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Old Town residents struggle with apartment building development

up in arms over a proposal 
to build a four-storey apart¬ 
ment building on Anne 
Street. 


They were speaking at 
the third public meeting 
with the developer as they 
try to agree on a develop¬ 
ment for the property 
known locally as the 
Sentineal houses and horse 

The original five-storey 
proposal was greeted by an 


outcry from neighbours. 

The developers took the 
concerns from the public, 
which included high densi¬ 
ty, servicing and parking, 
and went back to the draw¬ 
ing board. 

The Monday meeting 
was to provide information 
only regarding the applica¬ 


tion for an amendment to 
the Official Plan and zoning 
bylaw to permit the 142- 
unit apartment building, 
significandy smaller than 
originally proposed, with 
underground parking, larg¬ 
er setbacks and a parcel of 
land that would be 58 per 
cent landscaped. 

Again, the developers 
were met with concerns 
from neighbours who have 
no interest in an apartment 
building going up in their 
backyards. 

The town recently 
released a study on how 
they see the future of the 
town, which included keep - 
ing the small-town feel and 
preserving heritage. 
Residents questioned how 
a large apartment building 
fits into that vision. 

“I think the plan for this 
is so unprecedented. It’s so 
over the top that it doesn’t 
even make any sense to 
me,” said resident Bill 
Short. 

“The town survived this 


long with period architec¬ 
ture and a beautiful Old 
Town,” he added. 

Residents were surprised 
that an apartment building 
in the Old Town would even 
be considered, and said 
they would prefer town- 

"We’re just asking for 
somethingreasonable,” said 
Short. 

Aside from the density, 
residents are also unhappy 
about the look of the build¬ 
ing that many described as 
“unpleasing to the eye." 

“It's not just an aesthetic 
issue for me, though I don't 
think it’s very appealing, 
but I’m not pleased to see 
160 cars go by my house 
everyday. I had a vision of 
what Gate Street would be, I 
envisioned beauty, not this," 
said resident Doug Snider. 

Traffic concerns are 
already an issue for that 
area as much of Anne Street 
is in poor condition and not 
able to support the extra 
traffic the development 


would bring to the area, 
residents said 

Privacy and the enjoy¬ 
ment of their properties are 
also concerns. 

"It’s a great reduction of 
privacy. I live in a spot 
where 35 per cent of the 
units canlookinto myyard,” 
said Bob Andrews. 

The developers said they 
have heard die concerns 
from the public and will 
once again go back and 
look at their plans. 

“They keep going back 
to amend their plan, and 
the residents simply do not 
want this type of develop¬ 
ment in their backyards,” 
said Coun. Terry Flynn. 

"The fact is they don’t 
want to see this in their 
backyards, period," said 
Coun. Maria Bau-Coote. 

"They’re not interested 
in any type of apartment 
building or high-density 
building. I don't know if the 
residents and developers 
would ever be able to find a 
middle ground."

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Electoral boundaries should remain the same, says MPP Craitor 

tion and went to the meet- 


Federal review 
proposed 
dividing NOTL 
and lumping 
part of it with 
St. Catharines 

Every 10 years the federal 
government looks at elec¬ 
toral boundaries in relation 
to which communities share 
a common riding. 

This year, there was a 
change proposed for the rid¬ 
ing of Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls 
which would have broken 
up NOTL so that a chunk of 
it was lumped in with the St. 


Catharines riding. 

The proposal removed 
Fort Erie entirely from the 
riding and combined it with 
Welland, whichnowincludes 

Thorold. 

MPP Kim Craitor lobbied 
to keep the three munici¬ 
palities together, because of 
the common interests and 
bonds they have. 

“There is a formula in 
place, which states what the 
population of a riding should 
be. They felt this riding was 
too big population-wise for 
one MPP to handle,” said 
Craitor. 

He saw an ad in the news¬ 
paper about a federal meet¬ 
ing regarding the matter, so 
he put together a presenta- 


"I asked them to not look 
at the populations and look 
at the community interests. 
The three communities 
share common health care 
issues, they share Niagara 
Parks, the river and the three 
mayors work often together 
on various items,” he said. 

"I'm extremely pleased 
the boundaries commission 
agreed with my submission," 
said Craitor. 

Under the current formu¬ 
la the riding of Fort Erie, 
Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake have a popula¬ 
tion of 128,357, which is 
20.85 per cent above the 
provincial quota. 


“When I was first elected 
I didn't have Fort Erie, I had 
Thorold South, which I 
thought was strange. In 2007 
that changed and I picked 
up Fort Erie. I think an MPP 
can represent a riding this 
large and provide good ser¬ 
vices to each community," 
said Craitor. 

The Commission has 
submitted its report redraw¬ 
ing the province’s federal 
electoral map to the Chief 
Electoral Officer of Canada, 
who sent it to the Speaker of 
the House of Commons. The 
report has been tabled, and 
MPs will have a chance to 
review the report and file 
objections to it in the com¬ 
ing weeks. 


Craitor is urging his con¬ 
stituents to show their sup¬ 
port to keep the riding 
intact by contacting MP 
Rob Nicholson. 

The only way it would 
change at this point is if an 
MP wants to amend the 
report submitted by the 
commission, he says. 

He doesn't expect any 
change to the commission 
report, which suggests leav¬ 
ing the ridings as it, "but 
you can’t just sit back on it." 

It’s important for those 
who live in the riding to 
make sure their MP knows 
they want to keep the riding 
as is, said Craitor. 

One consistent message 
the Commission received

throughout the seven weeks 
of public hearings was that, 
wherever possible, it should 
not interfere with county or 
regional boundaries, said 
Craitor.

Parking meter tech¬ 
nology has evolved con¬ 
siderably since the pur¬ 
chase of the current pay 
and display stations, 
councillors were told 
Monday. 

State of the art pay 


parking machines are 
cost-effective to operate 
and have sufficiently flex¬ 
ible hardware and soft¬ 
ware to incorporate 
future upgrades, such as, 
integration with parking 
enforcement hardware, 
pay-by-phone technolo¬ 
gy, merchant validation 


of parking, smart card 
acceptance, and payment 
of parking citations (or 
other bills) at the pay 
parking stations. 

A corporate services 
report suggests the acqui¬ 
sition of new parking pay 
stations will improve cus¬ 
tomer service, allowing 


drivers to pay or “top up" 
parking fees from any pay 
station in the Old Town 
without having to return 
to where their vehicle is 

The newer technology 
will also provide 
enhanced audit capabili¬ 
ties for financial report¬ 


ing and improved securi¬ 
ty for revenue collection. 

The town has $594,500 
set aside in reserves for 
the replacement of pay 
parking machines. 

The corporate services 
committee gave staff 
approval to look for a 
vendor that will provide 


the corporation with 55 
pay parking stations, as a 
replacement for existing 
pay and display and stan¬ 
dard parking metres 
located in the Old Town. 

Council will make a 
decision at their regular 
council meeting

Chronic illness is defined 
by the long term and severity 
of disease or illness. 

The good news is we are 
living longer. The bad news 
is we are dealing with chron¬ 
ic diseases on average the 
last 10 years of life—not an 
encouraging prospect for 
those in the latter stage of 
life. 

Chronic illnesses typical¬ 
ly have a number of compli¬ 
cations to be addressed. 
Often there is medical equip¬ 
ment unfamiliar to the 
patient which can be diffi¬ 
cult and expensive to oper¬ 
ate. Dealing with illness usu¬ 
ally implies havingto address 
issues of diet, and if there 


are only two or three mem¬ 
bers of the household the 
rest of the family may need 
to adapt to what the patient 
needs to eat, or to avoid. 

Dealing with chronic ill¬ 
ness often has impact on a 
person's ability to work, or 
share in physical activities. It 
might mean changes in 
retirement plans, which can 
be difficult transitions at the 
best of times, said Jeffery. 

All this puts stress on the 
family. Family members may 
need to “pick up the slack" 
of activities the patient can 
no longer handle. In some 
situations family members 
caring for a patient with 
chronic illness adapt with 
enormous sacrifice, or the 


situation may cause previ¬ 
ous tensions to surface with 
painful results. 

Having resources for sup¬ 
port is critical, said Jeffery. 
When a chronic illness pro¬ 
gresses often a family mem¬ 
ber needs to become a full¬ 
time caregiver. In Canada 
the system for caregiver sup¬ 
port is improving, but is still 
lacking and at times can feel 
insurmountable. 

This puts extra strain on 
the family finances, which 
may mean family members 
need to do extra work, or get 
a second job, to meet 
expenses. There are always 
extra costs involved in sup¬ 
porting a patient with chron¬ 
ic illness. All these stressors 


contribute to increased con¬ 
flict within family. Where do 
families find support in deal¬ 
ing with chronic illness? 

Evelyn Upson was invited 
to share about her experi¬ 
ence of being diagnosed 
with diabetes. The first chal¬ 
lenge she faced was dealing 
with guilt of having the dis¬ 
ease, she said. 

She had to make lifestyle 
changes of diet and eating 
patterns in order to manage 
the disease, which impacted 
her family. 

She said she appreciated 
having a doctor who was 
part of a medical team to 
provide care for her.

Lori Gill, founder of 
ATTCH, has owned her own 
practice for several years 
before seeing the demand 
and need for it in NOTL. 
Because one in four 
Canadians will experience a 
traumatic event she sees a 
direct correlation between 
trauma, which could include 
anything from injury suf¬ 
fered in a traffic collision, 
domestic abuse or loss of a 
family member, and future 
addictions. 

“After 15 years of prac¬ 
tice, I've observed a direct 
correlation between com¬ 
plex trauma and future 
addictions. Families must 
learn how healthy attach¬ 


ments promote future resil¬ 
ience and how they can 
support themselves or their 
children following trauma. 
ATTCH focuses on sensory 
approaches to regulate the 
body and the mind shifting 
from a state of chaos to 
calm. Not only does this 
benefit families, but it can 
benefit our community and 
make it a healthier place," 
said Gill. 

Attachment enhancing 
parenting is a significant 
preventative measure that 
can be taught to families in 
the community. For indi¬ 
viduals who are dealing 
with acute trauma, a series 
of assessments and appro¬ 
priate treatments are avail¬ 
able. 

Though they opened 


their doors a month ago, 
they held their official grand 
opening and ribbon cutting 
March 13, when they invited 
the public to come in for 
refreshments and to tour 
the facility and learn more 
about what they are about. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke as 
well as Member of 
Parliament Rick Dykstra 
were in attendance for the 
official opening. 

Gill took the idea for 
ATTCH from a model in the 
United States and describes 
it as cutting edge. 

“I really hope to see this 
grow. We’ve had a good 
turnout today of people 
coming in to learn about 
our services,” she said.

Centre for Cultural Landscape. 

"Heritage is an integral component of 
any discussion about healthy, sustain¬ 
able and vibrant cities," says Prosper. 

"This collection of speakers considers 
the many different ways that urban heri¬ 
tage might be understood and engaged. 
It is one of the main ambitions of the 
Centre for Cultural Landscape to encour¬ 
age these types of discussions with as 
broad a public as possible." 

Given the urban dwelling theme, 
Willowbank is expanding the venues for 
the lectures to include the Bright Parlour 
at Willowbank, the Pearl Company in 
Hamilton, and the Young Centre in the 
Distillery District in Toronto. 

The first lecture is Saturday, March 23. 
All sessions take place at 10 a.m. 
Saturdays, with about one hour of pre¬ 
sentation, a break for refreshments, and 
then a second hour of discussion. The 
one exception is Gustavo Araoz's lecture, 
which is at 7 p.m. on a Wednesday. 

Saturday, March 23 at Willowbank, 
Owen Rose, a designer from Montreal, 
will speak about learning from the past 
when studying sustainability and density 
in the city. 

Saturday, April 13 at Willowbank, Amy 
Lavender Harris, an author and geogra¬ 
pher from Toronto, will speak about the 
imagined urban landscape. 

Wednesday, April 24, at the Young 
Centre in Toronto, Gustavo Araoz, an 
architect and planner from Washington, 
will speak about the new heritage para¬ 
digm. He argues that heritage conversa¬ 
tion has to accept a shift towards a more 
ecological and sustainable framework. 

Saturday, May 18, at the Pearl 
Company in Hamilton, Andrew Emond, 
photographer and urban explorer from

Montreal, will speak about urban explo¬ 
ration and the power of curiosity. He uses 
powerful images of abandoned or other¬ 
wise forgotten urban spaces to raise 
questions about how we explore or 
actively uncover the past, and simultane¬ 
ously expose the hidden present. 

Saturday, May 25 at The Pearl 
Company, John Schofield, an archaeolo¬ 
gist from York, U.K., will speak about the 
lines of continuity between past and 
present, and in particular the social rele¬ 
vance of heritage. 

Saturday, June 1 atThePearl Company, 

director, will speak about the impact of 
the new heritage paradigm on design 
and development in the existing urban 
landscape. 

Saturday, June 8 at Willowbank, 
Prosper will close the lecture series by 
tying together the themes raised by the 
other speakers.
